We received a request today on the Open Government Portal requesting some data around denied entries, removals, 
etc. (see original email below) The request comes from the World Bank Group in Washington, DC. 


i've had a quick conversation with Dale and this is why I’ve looped you all in for the discuss. I’m currently working with 
Anne Génier (Communications) on a response to the requester simply stating “we’re looking into it...”. But I’d like to 
discuss next steps and who should be engaged. 


To start things off, we do currently publish an open datasets on removals. But it is outdated, the granularity is very 
limited and it doesn’t satisfy the request. At minimum, getting this dataset up-to-date would be a good first effort. 
However, | know that in the past, there was some upper level resistance to releasing more removals data. 


The next item would be to evaluate the feasibility of opening up data on the other facets requested (e.g., denied entry). 


PS. This is not an official ATI request. This is an open data request which means it will need to be published as an open 
dataset and pass through the appropriate governance to obtain IMSO signoff.

Some visas permit multiple entries to Australia, so travellers may enter Australia 
more than once on a visa. Settler Arrivals includes New Zealand citizens and other non-program 
settlers not included on the Settlement Database. The Settlement Database includes onshore 
processed grants not included in Settler Arrivals.

Notice — Changes to the Pre-Removal 
Risk Assessment for Turkey 


Ottawa, February 15, 2017—Individuals from Turkey may be eligible for a pre-removal 
risk assessment (PRRA) if they received a final decision from the Immigration and 
Refugee Board of Canada (IRB) or a final PRRA decision on or between February 16, 
2016, and February 15, 2017. Prior to removing them from Canada, the Canada Border 
Services Agency will advise individuals from Turkey if they are now eligible to apply for a 
PRRA. 


Normally, if you made a refugee claim or you previously applied for a PRRA, and your 
application was rejected, abandoned or withdrawn, you may not apply for a PRRA unless 
at least 12 months have passed. 


However, individuals from Turkey are exempted from the one-year bar on accessing a 
PRRA as conditions in that country have worsened. As a result, individuals could face a 
situation of risk that may warrant an additional assessment. 


It is important to note that the ability to apply for PRRA does not guarantee the outcome of 
the risk assessment. Officers at Immigration, Refugees and Citizenship Canada (IRCC) 
will continue to decide cases individually, based on the information provided. 


Please note that individuals are responsible for keeping their PRRA application up-to-date. 
It is the applicant's responsibility to inform IRCC of any changes to their application. This is 
required so that decision makers have all the information an individual wants considered 
for their application. 


Individuals from Turkey who receive a final IRB or PRRA decision after February 15, 2017, 
are not entitled to a PRRA for 12 months. Any recent changes in country conditions will 
have been considered when the refugee claim was decided or during the PRRA process. 


In considering what countries to exempt, IRCC considers any event that has recently 
arisen in a country that could place all or some of its individuals in a situation of risk similar 
to those defined in the Immigration and Refugee Protection Act (sections 96—definition of 
a Convention Refugee and 97—definition of a person in need of protection).

A final 
decision on a refugee claim or PRRA assessment includes rejected, abandoned and 
withdrawn applications.

We received a request today on the Open Government Portai requesting some data around denied entries, removals, 
etc. (see original email below) The request comes from the World Bank Group in Washington, DC. 


I've had a quick conversation with Dale and this is why I’ve looped you all in for the discuss. I’m currently working with 
Anne Génier (Communications) on a response to the requester simply stating “we're looking into it...”. But I'd like to 
discuss next steps and who should be engaged. 
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To start things off, we do currently publish an open datasets on removals. But it is outdated, the granularity is very 
limited and it doesn’t satisfy the request. At minimum, getting this dataset up-to-date would be a good first effort. 
However, | know that in the past, there was some upper level resistance to releasing more removals data. 


The next item would be to evaluate the feasibility of opening up data on the other facets requested (e.g., denied entry). 


PS. This is not an official ATI request. This is an open data request which means it will need to be published as an open 
dataset and pass through the appropriate governance to obtain IMSO signoff.

March 1° you will notice an increase (approx. 5161) in the cube’s for 
all the “easy” cases that we could associate with a data fix. 


The remaining 2949 will need to be actioned/reviewed: 


No RO found: 1129 — The removal was never created in FOSS/GCMS and will require an entry in the source system. 
Initiating Dispo conflict: 1181 — The removal will need to be reviewed in both GCMS/NCMS as the information is 
inaccurate exp. Date in NCMS doesn’t match source system, incorrect disposition. 

More than one RO found: 639 — The removal will need to be reviewed in source system and identify which should be 
associated to the removal in NCMS, this also runs a risk of returning with the error code “Initiating Dispo conflict” as 
dates may not match from one system to another.

I notice that in the removal inventory cube, when I need to know the inadmissibility of cases in the inventory, there 
is a large number of cases that fall into the “NONE” category. Approximately 28% of cases in entire inventory fall 
into this category. 


I looked this up in the data dictionary, and it states: *Note: If the removal order issued in FOSS has not been 
associated in NCMS, this information will be missing. 


Is that the reason why there are a large number of none cases? Yes, from our analysis there seems to be a lot of 
processes with no removal order association in NCMS.

For Negative Discretion Authority's (NDA) issued in GCMS, there is a specific “Lite App” that would get approved. Upon 
its approval the NDA indicator would be triggered to IBAS. | say “would” because it’s my understanding that the Minister 
has not yet approved any NDA cases. 


For Enforcement Removal Orders there are two different scenarios: 


1) Enforced “Exclusion” orders 
When a client’s removal is confirmed and the order type = Exclusion Order, GCMS sends 3 data elements to IBAS. 
I. Exclusion Order = Y 
Il. Exlcusion Period = 1yr or 5 yr 
i. Enforced Date (aka the date the client was removed) 
These 3 data elements will help determine how long the client is excluded from returning to Canada, thus should receive 
a N/B. Upon the end the Exclusion period the client should then receive a Board message. 


2) Enforced “Deportation” orders 
When a client’s removal is confirmed and the order type = Deportation Order, GCMS sends a Previous Deportee 
Indicator = Y. This indicates the client should receive a N/B. Deported people are barred from returning to Canada unless 
they apply for authorization hence why there is no dates associated to the indicator.

A new generation of self-serve border kiosks will compare travellers’ 
faces with passports

Toronto's Pearson International Airport is getting 130 self-serve border clearance 
kiosks with facial recognition technology starting in May. (Aaron Vincent

Facial recognition technology is coming to major Canadian airports as part 
of a new traveller screening program under development by Canada Border 
Services Agency, CBC News has learned. 
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The technology will be part of a new generation of self-service border 
clearance kiosks for travellers entering or returning to Canada. The kiosks 
are being pitched as part of a broader effort to modernize and streamline 
clearance procedures at Canadian airports, and will eventually replace the 
more limited kiosks currently in use. 


"The new kiosks will improve border security, as well as assist in reducing 
wait times and congestion at Canada's busiest airports," a statement from 
CBSA reads. 


The kiosks will begin appearing at Ottawa International Airport this spring, 
according to multiple sources, and the rollout will continue into 2018, CBSA 
says.

The Primary Inspection Kiosk (PIK) program, as it is called, has been in the 
works since at least 2015, and "will provide automated traveller risk 
assessment” a CBSA tender describing the program reads. 


The facial recognition feature appears to be similar to the U.S. Department 
of Homeland Security's 1-to-1 Facial Comparison Project, which uses facial 
recognition to compare a traveller's face with the image stored on their 
electronic passport. 


In that case, images are not retained unless the two images do not match 
very well. 
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In Canada, however, little is known about how the new kiosks will actually 
work in practice. 


CBSA declined to answer specific questions about the PIK program, stating 
that "further details will be announced publicly before the official launch," 
with an announcement to follow "in the coming weeks." 


‘Very much about biometrics’ 


International airports in Toronto, Quebec City, and Ottawa are all preparing 
to install the new kiosks and have tendered requests for suppliers, 
according to public records, while Vancouver International Airport is 
developing its own self-service kiosks. 


A Portuguese company called Vision-Box is installing 130 kiosks at Toronto's 
Pearson International Airport. In an interview with CBC News, it offered a 
glimpse into how the new program will work. 


"In terms of features to the benefit of CBSA, it's very much about 
biometrics," said Jean-François Lennon, the company's vice-president of 
sales and business development. 


Vision-Box has been working closely with CBSA on research and 
development for two years, he says, and expects its kiosks to begin 
appearing at Pearson in May.

According to Lennon, the specifications for CBSA's PIK program outline two 
phases — facial recognition and fingerprint biometrics. 


The kiosks can also capture iris data for those travelling under the NEXUS 
program. 


While CBSA would not elaborate on the PIK program's 

biometric requirements, a person in the airline industry familiar with the 
new kiosks confirmed that facial recognition will be part of Phase One. The 
person could not, however, confirm whether fingerprint biometrics will be a 
part of Phase Two. 


Representatives for the Toronto, Quebec City, Ottawa, and 
Vancouver airports referred all questions about the PIK program to CBSA. 


Vancouver Airport Authority spokesperson Tess Messmer would only say 
that the group's Borderxpress technology — which is already used in some 
airport kiosks across Canada — "has the capability to meet any 
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government's — Canadian or other — biometric requirements including 
facial, iris and fingerprint recognition." 


Privacy impact to be assessed 


Privacy experts will be watching the program closely to ensure that the 
kiosks’ facial recognition capabilities are being used as intended. 


"The problem's going to be, once that's created, the capability is a general 
one that can be used in other contexts," said Tamir Israel, a staff lawyer with 
the Canadian Internet Policy and Public Interest Clinic. "And historically ... 
once we have the technical capability, we haven't been very good at limiting 
it to that use." 


In 2011, for example, the Insurance Corporation of B.C. offered to give 
Vancouver Police access to its database of driver licence photos, so that 
facial recognition software could be used to identify people who 
participated in that summer's Stanley Cup riots, Israel said. 
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in the wake of Vancouver's 2011 Stanley Cup riots, and an offer to use a database of driver licence 
photos for facial recognition purposes, B.C.'s privacy commissioner warned of 'the privacy 
cancern known as “function creep" where a system that holds data collected for one specific 
purpose is subsequently used for another unintended or unauthorized purpose.’ (Geoff 
Howe/Canadian Press) 


Though Vancouver police did not accept the ICBC's offer, B.C.'s Information 
and Privacy Commissioner ruled that such information cannot be freely 
provided by a public agency without a court order — especially if it was 
originally collected for a different purpose. 


The Office of the Privacy Commissioner of Canada (OPC) "was consulted in 
the fall by Immigration, Refugees and Citizenship Canada about a biometric 
expansion project that involved something called Primary Inspection Kiosks, 
or PIK," spokesperson Tobi Cohen wrote in an email. "We understand this 
also involves CBSA, which committed to conducting a PIA on biometric 
expansion.” 


Cohen said the office has not received a PIA, or Privacy Impact Assessment, 
and had no further details to share. 


In a statement Immigration, Refugees and Citizenship Canada 
spokesperson Lisa Filipps would only say that "the purpose of the briefing 
was to provide a strategic perspective of the project so that the OPC could 
better understand the various privacy impact assessments that will be 
submitted as part of this project." 


Rise of the machines 
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The kiosks are also expected to further decrease the number of traveller 
interviews with border agents at primary inspection, offloading much of that 
work to the new machines. 


"Customs agents are expensive, and this allows them to focus their 
attention on the passengers that need greater attention while allowing 
legitimate travellers easier access through the customs process," said 

Chris Phelan, vice-president of security and industry affairs for the Canadian 
Airports Council, which counts all of Canada's major airports amongst its 
members. 


Canada Border Services Agency said in a statement that ‘the new kiosks will improve border 
security, as well as assist in reducing wait times and congestion at Canada's busiest airports. 
(Marie Helene Ratel/CBC) 
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Asked whether the new kiosks would replace the existing Automated A 
Border Clearance (ABC) kiosks in use at Canadian airports, "Yes," 
Phelan replied, "and as rapidly as they can.” 


But Jean-Pierre Fortin, the president of the Customs and Immigration 
Union which represents 10,000 front line customs and border agents, is 
concerned that the new machines won't be as effective at screening 
travellers as agents can be. 


In a meeting with CBSA president Linda Lizotte-MacPherson last 
August, Fortin "raised the safety concerns our members have with the 
implementation of new technologies," which includes the new kiosks. 


According to Fortin, "there are a bunch of things that we're trained to do 
that a machine cannot replace."

Hi, 
PH let IBAS/Common SM talk to the number of records sent over to IBAS. 


For Negative Discretion Authority's (NDA) issued in GCMS, there is a specific “Lite App” that would get approved. Upon 
its approval the NDA indicator would be triggered to IBAS. | say “would” because it’s my understanding that the Minister 
has not yet approved any NDA cases. 


For Enforcement Removal Orders there are two different scenarios: 


1) Enforced “Exclusion” orders 
When a client’s removal is confirmed and the order type = Exclusion Order, GCMS sends 3 data elements to IBAS. 
L. Exclusion Order = Y 
II. Exlcusion Period = 1yr or 5 yr 
ill. Enforced Date (aka the date the client was removed) 
These 3 data elements will help determine how long the client is excluded from returning to Canada, thus should receive 
a N/B. Upon the end the Exclusion period the client should then receive a Board message. 


2) Enforced “Deportation” orders 
When a client’s removal is confirmed and the order type = Deportation Order, GCMS sends a Previous Deportee 
Indicator = Y. This indicates the client should receive a N/B. Deported people are barred from returning to Canada unless 
they apply for authorization hence why there is no dates associated to the indicator. 


For both 1 and 2, the client can apply for an Authorization to Return to Canada (ARC). The approval of the ARC will 
trigger the removal of the 3 Exclusion Order data elements or turn the Previous Deportee indicator to ‘N’ in IBAS, 
depending on the scenario. This should then result in the client getting a Board message.

We received a request today on the Open Government Portal requesting some data around denied entries, removals, 
etc. (see original email below) The request comes from the World Bank Group in Washington, DC. 


I’ve had a quick conversation with Dale and this is why I’ve looped you all in for the discuss. I’m currently working with 
Anne Génier (C unications) on a response to the requester simply stating “we're looking into it...”. But ld like to 
discuss next steps and who should be engaged. 


To start things off, we do currently publish an open datasets on removals. But it is outdated, the granularity is very 
limited and it doesn’t satisfy the request. At minimum, getting this dataset up-to-date would be a good first effort. 
However, | know that in the past, there was some upper level resistance to releasing more removals data. 


The next item would be to evaluate the feasibility of opening up data on the other facets requested (e.g., denied entry). 


PS. This is not an official ATI request. This is an open data request which means it will need to be published as an open 
dataset and pass through the appropriate governance to obtain IMSO signoff.
